Bisters and forty-two patients from the Providence Hospital at Wal- 
lace, who were en route to Missoula on a special train on the North- 
ern Pacific last night, have been burned to death. The Northern 
Pacific officials at Wallace announce that the train is lost and that 
all on board have perished. 


SPOKANE. Aug. 22.—Twenty persons are known to be dead 


as a result of the fires within a r.idius of 150 miles of Wallace. The 
death list for the entire fire-swept district of northern Idaho is cer- 
tain to reach at least 100. and probably several hundred.

From Wallace come reports that the town of Burke is in flames 


and certain of destruction. The fire rangers in that territory are so 
exhausted that no effective battle against the flames can be made.

County Assessment 


The Board of Supervisors has been 


notified by the State Board of Equal- 
ization 
to appear before the latter 


body on tho 30th of this month for 
the purpose of showing why the as- 
sessment 
of 
the property in this 


county should not be raised. 


The notice \vas received about noon 


today from,the secretary oC the state 
board. The Supervisors have accept- 
ed the notification and will appear 
before the State . Board of Equaliza- 
tion in conjunction \vith the County 
Assessor. 


Believing that their departments should 


receive more consideration In the formu- 
lation of the new charter, City Attorney 
J. W. Stetson and Librarian Charles S. 
Greene have suggested to the board of 
'freeholders, who are now at work on 
the proposed new form of government, 
'provisions covering the 
operations 
of 


-their respective departments. 


The BUgrgested provisions were made 


at the request of the board of freeholders 
and propose many changes and reforms 
in the two offices. 
The suggestions of 


the city attorney follow: 
The city attorney should be appointed 


by the mayor or commissioners for a 
fixed salary. 
He should be a qualified 


elector of the state, admitted to practice 
In all the courts of the state, and should 
have been so qualified for at least five 
years preceding his appointment. 
He 


should devote his entire time :md atten- 
tion to the duties of his office. 
" He should draft and approve all con- 
tracts and bonds, except his bund, which 
should be drafted and approved by tfio 
mayor. 


He should attend, in person or by dep- 


uty, 
all stated meetings of the commis- 


sioners. 


PROVIDES TWO ASSISTANTS. 


He should be allowed two assistants, 


a stenographer and messenger, to be ap- , 
pointed by him and subject 10 removal 
bv him. The salary of said assistants | 
should be two hundred ($200) dollars per | 
month: of the stenographer, one hundred • 
(i'100) dollars per month; of the .raessen-'I 
ger, sixty ($60) dollars'per month. Aijrfl- 1 
4ional assistants should bs permitted by ; 
four-fifths vote of the commissioners and j 
the emploj'ment of. special counsel at a i 
stated compensation, should be allowed 
only upon recommendation of the city at- 
torney and a Bice %'ote of foi;r-flfths of 
the commissioners.

police department should be detailed by

It should be stated that tlie means of 


keeping the wooden pile as nearly con- 
ontrlc with the cylinder as possible 
while the cylinder is being1 driven is by 
spiking four battens to the pile longi- 
tudinally, 90 degrees apart around the 
pile. 
These touch the opening of the 


cast shoe, all around, and tlms keep tne 
pXle to center, or nearly so. 


The method of constructing the deck 


of the pier upon these reintorced piles 
is shown in the illustration.1-

to provide against lifting forces beams 
are secured by means of looped bars 
passing over the top of thr beam and 
anchored in the concrete of the pile. To 
protect them from corrosion these beams 
are completely encased In' concrete, re- 
inforced with woven wire, Sx^-inch mesh.

gon, Washington and California nave already done millions 
of dollars' worth of damage, have threatened nearly a score 
of cities and have taken a toll of human lives estimated all 
toe war from twenty to two hundred.

WALLACE (Idaho)—Half ol the town of «OOO population, which is 
In the center of the Coeur d'Alene mining district! Is destroyed, 
and from 39 to 50 fire fighters arc reported to have perished, 
ST CIE COUNTY (Idaho)—One hundred and eighty jnen engaged hi 
the forestry service, who ha\e been fighting the fires, are reported 
missing. 


BOISE (Idaho)—Reports received from the burning cone say that 
nhole flocks of sheep and herds of cattle have been wiped out 
and that the safety of several passenger trains is feared for. 


NEfHAKT (Mont.)—Town in flames at nightfall. 
TA1T (Mont.)—-Town reported to have been entirely destroyed at day- 


light. 


HANGHAN (Mont.)—Reported destroyed. 
SALTESE (Mont.)—Surrounded by wall of flames on four skies and

to take care of themselves. 
It Is only 
where they have utterly exhausted them- 
selves In their battle with the flames or 
have sustained disabling accidents that 
they are liable to be ove'rcome by the 
fire.

SMOKE AND HEAT. 


The smoke and heat are as dangerous 


as the flames themselves. In the vicinity 
of the mines many ale socking the ref- 
uge of the deepest tunnels to escape be- 
ing smothered. 
Several parties in the mines have been 
imprisoned by walls of 'flames, which 
swept over the moutlis of tne shafts. 
The tide of fire sweeps over mountain 


tops and jumps gulches before the forty- 
mile gale, which, without ceasing is en- 
tering upon its third day. The wind Is 
the greatest menace to the present dan- 
gerous situation. A seething furnace of 
llame stretches over a greater poitlon of 
the Idaho Panhandle. The greatest dan- 
cer is In the more populated districts of 
the Coeur d'Alenes. A-strip many miles 
wide and stretching from the St. Joe 
river eastward threatens Wardner, Kel- 
logg, Osborne, Wallace, Mullane, Burke 
and the towns farther east into Montana.

young Presbyterian prench^r. Rev. Leroy 
Wells -Warren, who left Ms church 
at 
Redlands under a cloud; .md that they 
have been married. 
The report of this marrlafte has reached 


Redlands from different sources, but pos- 
itive confirmation' is lacking-. 


One of the agents who hia had charge 


of her affairs, admits that he has heard 
a report of Mrs. Watson's marriage.

Wateon by a friend In Redlands 
makes no mention of a marriage.

The Hornbys had known her since she 


-nas a little girl In New York and, at 
first the family thought nothing of her 
companionship with 
the 
sociable old 


man. 
At length it began to cieate talk, be- 
cause it became the s°ssli> of Redlands 


that Hornby and Re.Ilnnas' »tar Boclet} 
preacher were rivals. 


Warren was the pastor of the most ex- 
clusive Presbyteiian church hi Red land* 
He was a natty, stvllsh. fine-looking 
young university man of brilliant attain- 
ments. 
Those 
who have heard 
him 
preach say that he has few equals In 
the pulpit. His consregntlon was hor- 
rified one daj' when lie was arrested In 
Los Angeles on a charge of belni? one, 
of a number of degenerates who gathered 
in the basement of one of the big office 
buildings. 
The case was dropped from 
the Los Angeles police court, and youns 
Warren went back, debonair and smil- 
ing,

They argued and pleaded with him, but ' 
he finally left the family home and took 
lodgings at the Casa Loma Hotel, where 
the romance continued under the eyes 
of the fascinated winter colonv. 
Fearing an elopement, Hornby's wife

against Mrs. Watson for alienation of af- 
fections, and sought a restraining order 
against the old millionaire. 
Although all the trains were watched 


and all the big hotels searched Jn Loa 
Angeles, Mrs. Watson and tho "toffy 
king" eluded his wife's detectives.

alongside the mangled and bleeding form 
of her husband and gave to him by 
means of direct transfusion such a large 
quantity of her red blood that the oper 
atlon left her so weak and faint It was 
;.ecessary for attendants to carry her 
away when the ordeal was over. To give 
the exact quantity of blood lhat was 
taken away from her Is Imposnible. but 
the fact that she did not sufficiently re- 
cover from the effects of the transfusion 
to warrant her leaving the hospital unti' 
this forenoon Is proof In Itself of the 
completeness of the sacrifice she made. 


And yet. It was all In vain. In about 
eight hours after the operation—at 1 
o'clock this morning—Spence dit-d. 


INJURED IN WRECK. 


Spence was a switchman in the employ 


t>t the Southern

company an< 
was -working in the corporation's Wes 
Oakland yards last Saturday wlien about 
6:30 o'clock In the evening he wus caugh' 
between two cars while making a coup- 
ling.

plete collapse.

"It Is Ignorance first of all that makes 
men slaves, and It Is against Ignorance 
that education has Its foremost warfare. 
An educated man must know how the 
phenomena of the world about him come 
to be,- or be prepared to understand. As 
concerns human institutions, he must 
understand or be prepared to understand 
how their phenomena are historically con- 
ditioned: as concerns those of nature, he 
must understand" their laws. Knowledge 
In the field of human Institutions prepares 
a man readily to understand in others; 
training In one natural science almost 
always carries with It preparedness to 
understand another, and to a certain ex- 
tent also each of the two great branches 
of study helps to the appreciation of the 
other. But In the fundamental training 
both should have their place. 
Under- 
standing of the method of various repre- 
sentative sciences and mastery of one 
should be. the standard of endeavor. 


MEANS LIBERATION. 


"Education means furthermore libera- 
tion from prejudice. 
A man whose ac- 
tion can be guided by an Hustion to 
race or the shouting of a party name or 
shibboleth has merely responded ' to 
external stimulus, like a machine or 
starfish, and is not an educated man. He 
is an easy slave to the demagogue and 
the trickster. 
"An educated man, having learned how 
to base 
action upon well-ascertained 
facts assembled In the light of history and 
law. will not easily surrender his supreme 
right of rational Judgment and submit to 
dictation and take orders when executing 
an office wherein he is presumed to be 
an Independent judging personality. As 
a historical student he will appreciate tho 
need of co-operation and corporate action 
In human affairs; he will also respect 
the value of established organizations anc 
Institutions under which the Individual 
preference must yield to the interests ol 
the larger unit, but he will at least insist 
upoji being a constituent member of the 
organisation whose decisions he forwards 
d not a me

AGAINST UNREASON. 


"The educated man must be expected In- 
stinctively to protest against ajl unreason 
against all violent and arbitrary pro- 
cedure, and against all suggestion of 
doing things, or getting things, or giving 
things for no good reason.

favors and using Influence represent the 
doing »f things for false reasons. To get 
yy influence and favor a position one has 
not earned or deserved will not appeal t 
the taste of a man trained In reason am 
reasonableness. Exchanging votes, as In 
the. case of voting for a man's measure 
in consideration of his voting for yours 
represents a trade In incommensurable 
quantities and Is arbitrary and unreas 
enable; but, what Is worse, It involves the 
obtalnfng of a private favor at a public 
cost — and public and private must be 
kept sacredly apart and incommensurable

A Municipal Experiment. 


According to the first annual report 'of the Kansas City munici- 


pal farm, which was tried experimentally as a substitute to the 
workhouse, it has proved an immense success. The workhouse lost 
CO cents a day on every prisoner committed to it. The municipal 
farm has, on the other hand, returned a profit of 30 cents per day 
on the output of the labor of each inmate. The farm has, m >reover, 
had a reformatory influence on prisoners which the workhouse 
failed to e^ert. The'tasks imposed upon them in the workhoi se were 
intcnseiy distasteful to those committed to it, while great in :erest is 
taken by. the prisoners in the farm work. It has been foun 1 neces- 
sary, to'employ fewer guards on the farm than had to be e:nployed 
in the workhouse. The prisoners plant, cultivate and harve: t crops, 
tend livestock, construct roads, build and repair fences, md the 
city sells the products of their labor in excess-of-that which i; needed 
for their support. The plan has worked so well that'll is now pro- 
posed to issue bonds in $50,000 to buy material and employ superin- 
tendence in the erection of .a $125,000 building, on whose construc- 
tion the prisoners shall,furnish the manual labor'required..

Oil Operators to Hold a Convention. 


': A call has been issued for the holding of an oil operators' con- 


vention at Bakcrsficld September 4 to'consider the new policy which 
the United States Land Office has adopted in regard to the issuance 
of patents to oil land locators as formulated in the decision denying 
the applications of Munzer and others for patents to lands lying in 
the Sunset, Kern county, oil field. That decision is an absolute re- 
versal of the policy which -he department has followed in the past 


• and which has been the means of t-ncouraging oil exploitation and 
deyelopriicnt in the past. 1 he new policy threatens not only to ar- 
rest development, hut to do irreparable injury to individual operators 
in the oil fields. 
In accordance with.the department regulations 


heretofore, groups of these individual operators have combined un- 
der-one trustee, acting for all, for the prospecting of their respective 


j|:. 
properties. The Land Oifico's ruling in the Munzer case now makes 
this combination grounds for the forfeiture of all rights as locators 
of oil lands. 


It is expected that the oil operators' convention will succeed in 


formulating a course of action that will enable them through the 
American Mining Congress, which meets at Los Angeles next month, 
to bring1 the matter before Congress and the passage of an act which 
•will afford relief from the effect of the recent ruling of the Land

DYNAMITE WAS USED. 


It hag been definitely proved that dy- 


namite was used to wreck the pinning 
mill. 
Captain of Detectives Walter J. 
^ Petersen visited the place •with Harry 


Kast Miller, powder and explosive expert, 
yesterday, and a careful scrutiny of the 
timbers damared In the exnloslon proved 
that not nitric acid, but dynamite, was 
used. The fumes of both explosives have 
the same odor following an explosion, 
but their action varies sufficiently to tell 
them apart by this means. In the (.pin- 
Ion of Miller, a large amount or the ex- 
plosive was used, and it Is unlikely that 
It was In the form of a lx>mb, or that 
the sticks of dynamite were thrown Into 
the place.

For the passenger station buildings there are four si andard 


plans and some special designs. For towns of populatioi i under 
10,000 the stations are of frame construction, the ext< rior of 
the better class of structures being plastered with cerient in 
metal lath. For towns of population over 10,000 the : tations 
have concrete walls and there is one standard plan, jut for 
obvious reasons special designs have been used for the largest- 
cities. At small towns the passenger and freight stations are 
combined under one roof. In a future article we will publish 
the standard plans for passenger stations. 


A neat-looking freight station for small cities is the one at 


Oroville. It Is a one-story frame structure sided up w th gal- 
vanized corrugated iron.

•basin is the large deposit of salt, cov- 
ing a district 15 miles long, north and 
south, and about 8 miles wide from easi 
to west.

At Mt. Nebo, Just south of 


Utah i^ake, there is another large deposit 
of salt.

The s-ame thing 
occurs again In the western p irt of Ne- 
vada, in what is known as the Lake Ls- 
hontan basin, which has had a geologi- 
cal history similar to that of the Sa't 
Lake basin. 
Sulphur Deposit. 


At Sulphur, Nev., there is a large de- 


posit of sulphur, of comirlerc-.al quallt •. 
which is being mined and shipped out 
over the Western Pacific Railway. At a. 
point three miles north of Gorlach is a 
•pouting geyser. 
Tho most scenic part of tho line from 


the tourist's point of view Is perhaps 
the Feather river canyon, down whii h 
the road passes through the Sierra N-1- 
vada mountains. This canyon begins at 
Portola, Cal . on the Middle Fork of the 
Feather river, and extends to Orovil'e, 
Cal., a distance of 116 miles. Over most 
of this distance the canyon is a narrow 
defile with steep rocky slopes where fie 
river, during ages past, has chiseled Its, 
way through the mountains. 


Rainfall Plentiful. 


This beins on the western slope of the 


Sierra Nevada*, where rainfall and snow- 
fall are plentiful, much water passes "ft 
through this stream, and during high v> a- 
tcr the Feather river, at some of the 
narrow passes in the canyon, has been 
known to rise 45 feet above its normal 
level. To avoid danger from these floods 
the road has been located well above tho 
Btream. at 100 feet to 200 feet higher. 
At many points the sides of the canjon 
•re so precipitous that Insufficient room 
was found for the roadbed, -without v. ry 
Cop cuttings, so that, in these places, 
the roadbed Is supported partly or alto- 
gather upon high masonry walls built up 
from solid foundation. Taking Into C"n- 
alderatlon all of the foregoing scenic fea- 
tures', n» Connection with tiose of 'he 
Penver & Rio Grand* R. K. with wMch 
this road will have close traffic arrange- 
ments, this route to the Pacific coast i- 
aot surpassed for scenery.
